Little TaBcs on Health and Hygiene

If mankind were suddenly to Jose 


its eyesight the race would die out. 
No one can review the ordinary acts 
of his daily life without a realiza- 
tion of the indispensable part the 
eye plays in all cur acts from the 
most'ordinary to the most important. 


The eye is one of the most highly 


complicated, and at the same time 
one of the most exact, pieces of ani- 
mal mechanism that exists. It is 
much exposed to injury through 
wounds or by germs of disease. 


Man is not as dependent upon his 


hands as the monkeys in the wilds 
of their native forests, .where they [ 
travel about by swinging from limb 
to limb by their hands. If, however, 
we take account of our daily move- 
ments we will realize that our hands 
are kept busy during our working 
hours. 
To open a door we catch the knob 


with the hand. To climb into a trol- 
ley car we grasp the rail with the 
hand. 
These acts and a hundred 


others like them, thousands of peo- 
ple are performing every moment. 


Some of these people are suffering 


with chronic diseases of the eyes and 
may for instance, be on their way to 
the hospital, not having been instruc- 
ted as to the character of the malady. 
The sufferer who may be on your car 
has been wiping his eyes with his 
hand and has helped himself into the 
car with the germs of disease on his 
hands Just previous to your catching 
hold of the same rail. The only step 
further to infect yourself with the 
same disease is to rub your eye with 
the hand that has been on the rail. 
i Notwithstanding this every day 
dangers we constantly see people rub- 
bing theii4 eyes with unclean hands 
or gloves. If only a small proportion 
ef the readers of this journal will 
take the warning contained herein, 
many cases of diseased eyes may be 
avoided.

tergration. On the other hand, when 
used as a wearing surface concrete 
almost invariably develops some of 
these defects. 


When concrete is confined to foun- 


dation purposes and protected by a 
lasting water-shedding wearing sur- 
face of natural asphalt macadam, 
several economies are obtained. The 
base can be rapidly and cheaply laid 
and will-not creep or heave because 
the wearing surface keeps the mois- 
ture content of the concrete so nearly 
constant that destructive expansion 
and contraction do not occur. 
This 


condition is easily and cheaply estab- 
lished by giving the base .a 2-inch 
wearing surface of natural asphalt 
macadam. It will not only protect 
the concrete from traffic wear and 
sudden moisture and temperature 
changes of a destructive nature, but 
provides one of the most enduring 
wearing surfaces known. 
It also 


results in a mudless, dustless and 
resilient road surfaces suited to all 
types of traffic. Both initial cost and 
maintenance of roads are thus reduc- 
ed and repairs may be cheaply and 
easily made without disturbing the 
concrete foundation.

The United States Supreme Court 


yesterday put a double set of teeth 
into the Prohibition laws of all the 
"dry" States. 


In'affirming the constitutionality of 


the -Webb-Kenyon act the court took 
-the longest step that has yet been 
-taken to make Prohibition really pro- 
thibit. 
This act is designed to pre- 


sent the shipment of liquors from 
man-Prohibition States into Prohibi- 
tion States, and in sustaining it the 
-court has cut off the bootleger from 
"his base of supplies. Federal author- 
ity now supplements State authority 
in the enforcement of prohibitory leg 
islation. 


The Chief Justice himself took oc- 


casion to emphasize the sweeping 
nature of the court's decision by say- 
ing: 


The .all-reaching power of-Govern- 


ment over linuor is settled.

Thus the States ' 
may make their Prohibition laws as 
drastic as they please and the power

MAINTAIN FERTILITY OF SOIL 


Specialists at Ohio Experiment Station 


Recommend Use of Phosphates 


to Re-enforce Manure. 


Since phosphorus Is carried off the 


farm in relatively large amounts in 
grain crops, in the bones of animals, 
and in milt, soil specialists at the Ohio 
experiment station recommend the use 
of acid phosphate or raw phosphate 
rock to re-enforce barnyard manure, 
if fertility of the soil is to be main- 
tained. Acid phosphate is more gen- 
erally recommended, because under 
average conditions it is more effective 
and more economical .than the raw 
rock. 


Acid phosphate has returned more 


than three times its cost in crop yields 
!n many tests at the experiment sta- 
tion, even when used in connection 
with manure. It is ordinarily used at 
the rate of 40 pounds per ton of ma- 
nure. The phosphate may be spread 
over the manure in the shed or yard 
or mixed with it at the time of hauling. 


Pennsylvania Railroad to Increase 


Pensions. 


A change in the method of deter- 


mining the amount of pensions to he 
paid to retired employes of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, and its 
directly operated lines Bast of Pitts- 
burgh and JErie, has been authorized 
by the Board of Directors and will 
become effective with the payments 
to be made for the month of January 
1917. it will result in increased al- 
lowances in a number of instances. 
A minimum of $15 per month will 
also be established. 


The purpose of the change is to 


protect employes who are unable, by 
reason of sickness or infirmity, to 
earn full time during the closing 
years of their service. 


Pension allowances are now paid 


monthly by the Railroad on the basis 
of one per cent, of the average reg- 
ular monthly pay, during the ten 
years preceding retirement, for each 
year of service with the Company.

Forest 
That the 5,000,000 acres of barren 
land in Pennsylvania can he reclaim- 
ed' by reforesting is finally establish- 
ed by reports given out by the De- 
partment of Forestry today. These 
reports cover the planting of 21,000,- 
000 trees on 13,000 acres of State 
Forest land. 
v 


The oldest plantation on record 


-was made in 1902 in Franklin Coun- 
ty with two year old white pine. 
About ninety per cent of these trees 
are now living, and they have an 
average height of fifteen feet and an 
average diameter 
of almost three I 


inches at breast height. The largest 
one is twenty feet high, and has a 
diameter of almost four inches 


One forester reports a plantation 


in which every one of the trees is 
growing. 
Over the state at large, 


from seventy-five to eighty per cent. 
of the total number of trees planted 
are living 
The remarkable height 


growth of forty-nine inches in one 
year is reported for a white pine in a 
Vontation at Caledonia, Franklin 
county. The averages compare very 
favorably with figures from some of 
the German forests which have been 
under intensive management for over 


century. 
The showing made by the planta- 


ions is especially gratifjmg to the 
members of the Forestry Commission 
>ecause of the Governor's recommen- 
lation to the Legislature that provi- 
ion be made for increased activity 
n reforesting and forest fire preven- 
ion. 
They say that forestry is al- 


most the only State enterprise which 
s bound to return a revenue if pro- 
perly supported, and they point to 
the figures given above as evidence 
hat reforesting on a large scale is 
>racticable. 


Pennsylvania set a record last year 


when almost 6,000,000 trees were 
planted in one season, and a single 
plantation was made which contained 
over half a million trees. The nur- 
series will produce many more trees 
this year, but the work of planting 
will be hampered considerably by 
scarcity of labor and lack of funds.

Jesus was thirty years old, 
just entering upon his ministry. Ti- 
berius Caesar was the emperor and 
Pontius Pilate the governor of Judea. 


I. The Son of Man Attracts Itlen. 


(vv. 35-39) not by his ethical teachings 
nor alone by his works and his charac- 
ter, but what he was and inspired in 
others attracted men to Jesus (John 10: 
41). Crowds still gathered around the 
baptizer who "changed the hearts of 
men as by a spell." John, the Bap- 
tizer, brought terror to men. He broke 
through the crust of self-righteousness 
and indifference, and compelled men 
to see their need of forgiveness and 
of a new life, but the time had come 
when John must step aside, and Jesus 
"to increase," to begin his ministry. 
Four successive days are noticed In 
this chapter. Andrew (v. 40), and 
doubtless the apostle John, who wrote 
this account, were the two disciples 
(v. 35) to whom - John, the Baptizer, 
speaks. It is interesting to note the 
different kinds of men who were at- 
tracted to Jesus; the aggressive Peter, 
the reflective Thomas, the practical 
Judas.

.Feed sparingly on'soft easily digested 
food. All badly affected birds should 
be killed by a blow on the head with 
out drawing blood and then burned.

Oyster shell is fed to chickens for 


the production of ess shells and not 
for grit as some persons think, ac- 
cording to R. M. Sherwood, acting head 
of the department of poultry hus- 
bandry in the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural college. 


Approximately 00 per cent of the 


oyster shell fed laying hens is con- 
verted into ess shell, which has a 
chemical composition almost identical 
with that of the original &hell. Clam 
shells and lime, although of practically 
the same composition, ere not as ap- 
petizing to the chickens and so are not 
as valuable as the oyster shells.
